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Small shops 
crippled by 
rate increases 


Councils must do more to help independents, say shop owners

INCREASING business 
rates are crippling Ely’s 
independent shops - and 
some fear the city will soon 
have no independents if 
the hikes continue. 

Some business rates 
in the city have rocketed 
by up to 30 per cent for 
2016/17 as a result of the 
Government’s retail relief 
ending and the transitional 
relief decreasing. 

Anglia Wine Merchants 
in Ely’s High Street is now 
paying £8,100 a year in 
rates - an increase in 24

per cent from last year - 
and the rent for the shop is 
£26,000 a year. 

Its owner, Matthew 
Street, said: “The Govern¬ 
ment and the councils 
aren’t doing enough to 
support independent busi¬ 
nesses. 

“We’re getting nothing 
extra from them in return 
for the increases - no waste 
collection, no recycling - 
it’s £676 a month in rates 


just to open the doors. 

“A lot of Ely’s shops are 
struggling and these in¬ 
creases are an extra burden 
on us. I’m going to have to 
try and at least double my 
sales each month if I am to 
make any profit. I think a 
lot of us are going to strug¬ 
gle to survive if rates and 
rents continue to go up.” 

Tracey Reynolds and 
Fenella Myers, who run 
Duck Egg Blue Interiors 
in Forehill, have been hit 
with a 28 per cent increase 
in their rates and are now 
paying £7,139 a year. The 
rent on their shop is £1,250 
a month. 


Fenella said: “It’s a huge 
increase. The Government 
and the councils don’t 
seem to understand how 
small a small business is. 

“Ely is not out of a reces¬ 
sion and times are tough. 

“We need people to be 
supporting their inde¬ 
pendent shops and for the 
Government and councils 
to be doing more to sup¬ 
port local independents. 

“The councils here could 
do with looking at places 
like Wells and Holt in Nor¬ 
folk or Whitstable in Kent

She said: “I’ve had Garfield 
for around five or six years 
now.

“He’s a very sociable cat 
and loves people so while 
we’re out at work he laps up 
all the attention down there. 

“A lot of people used to 
think he was a stray but I 
think most people know now 
that he has a loving home. 

“He comes home every 
evening for his dinner with¬ 
out fail. There was a time 
when people used to take 
him to the local veterinary 
surgeries all the time but 
because we had him mi- 
crochipped they’d ring us 
straight away. It became a bit 
of a laugh with all the vets.”

DEVELOPMENT 

Work starts at 
Cineworld site 


WORK on building Ely’s new 
Cineworld complex started 
this week - and plans to 
provide the city with a new 
leisure centre moved a step 
closer. 

Turnstone Estates, the 
company behind the £16 
million Cineworld complex, 
started work at the site in 
Downham Road, off the A10, 
on Monday. 

A spokesman for the firm 
said: “Work at the Ely Leisure 
Village officially started on 
Monday. It’s really exciting 
and residents can expect to 
see lots of activity at the site 
over the coming weeks.” 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council also announced 
on Tuesday that it has sub¬ 
mitted a reserved matters 
planning application for the 
new district-wide leisure 
centre. 

The scheme has been 
granted outline planning 
permission to be built on 
land adjacent to Ely Rugby 
Club under the hybrid plan¬ 
ning application for the 
Cineworld complex. 

However, the plans have 
to go through the reserved 
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matters process to agree the 
design and layout of the site. 

The council says the ten¬ 
der processes to procure 
an operator to run the new 
centre - and a contractor to 
build it - are also under way. 

In 2014, the council agreed 
the mix of facilities which 
the centre would have to 
address the existing gaps in 
provision, meet future de¬ 
mands and be cost effective 
to operate. 

These are: eight lane 25m 
swimming pool; learner pool 
with moveable floor; 120 sta¬ 
tion gym; two dance studios; 
four court sports hall; 3G all 
weather pitch. 

The proposals for the 
Cineworld complex, which 
were approved last April, in¬ 
clude a six-screen Cineworld 
cinema and restaurant units. 
Four of the restaurant units 
have been pre-let to Frankie 
and Benny’s, Hungry Horse, 
McDonald’s and KFC, to¬ 
gether with Costa. 

Two restaurants of 3,315 sq 


ft each remain available, as 
well as two take-away units 
of 1,001 sqft each. 

The scheme will have 380 
parking spaces and will be 
accessed via two new junc¬ 
tions to Downham Road, 
to be shared by the existing 
sports clubs and the new 
leisure centre (phase two), 
together with an underpass 
for pedestrians and cyclists. 

Numerous concerns had 
been raised about the new 
Ely Leisure Village - mainly 
that it would be located too 
far from Ely city centre - and 
English Heritage fearing that 
the development could ruin 
views of Ely Cathedral. 

However the proposals 
were approved unanimously 
by the district council’s plan¬ 
ning committee. 

Turnstone hopes to have 
the Cineworld complex 
(phase one) complete by 
early 2017.

NATURE 

‘Take care not 
to ruin nests’ 


DEVELOPERS and residents 
are being urged to be con¬ 
siderate of wildlife - and in 
particular nesting birds - 
when clearing land. 

Angry villagers in Wicken 
contacted the Ely News af¬ 
ter an area of woodland in 
Drury Lane was cleared for 
development last week. 

They fear the work carried 
out has breached terms of 
the Wildlife and Country¬ 
side Act 1981 as far as nest¬ 
ing birds are concerned. 

One resident said: “Under 
the act, it is an offence to in¬ 
tentionally take, damage or 
destroy the nest of any wild 
bird while that nest is in use 
or being built. Birds are cur¬ 
rently nesting and the RSPB 
told me that it is illegal to 
disturb this activity. 

“Some people believe 
there is a March 30 dead- 
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line (the day of the activ¬ 
ity on site) after which habi¬ 
tats cannot be encroached 
upon, but this is not the case 
and with the spring season 
starting uncommonly early 
this year it is inevitable that 
nesting activities have been 
disturbed.” 

Residents also say there 
were bats at the site. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council confirmed it 
has sent a tree officer to the 
site following complaints 
from residents. 

But the council says the 
area is not protected by any 
Tree Preservation Orders 
and that the land is outside 
Wicken’s Conservation Area. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Therefore from the coun¬ 


cil’s perspective these works 
are not illegal.” 

The council has however 
urged people clearing veg¬ 
etation to be considerate of 
nesting birds. 

The spokeswoman said: 
“We advise residents and 
contractors of their obliga¬ 
tions under the Countryside 
and Wildlife Act 1981. 

“It is the responsibility of 
persons carrying out works 
to ensure that, in the course 
of their activities, they have 
taken appropriate measures 
to ensure they have consid¬ 
ered the affect to nesting 
birds and to not undertake 
works that would knowingly 
destroy nests.”

Rosamond 
in science 
contest final 

AN Ely student has become one 
of only 16 young people in the 
country to make the UK finals of 
the British Biology Olympiad - a 
challenging competition for A 
Level Biology students who are 
predicted an A grade.

Land to stay 
as green space

EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has scrapped 
its plans to sell off an area 
of public open space in Ely’s 
conservation area following 
uproar from residents. 

The green area in The 
Vineyards was given to the 
council in 1970 by Hawtin 
Industries Limited - a hold¬ 
ing company that owned F. 
A. Standen and Sons, but 
which no longer exists. 

The covenant associated 
with the gift committed the 
council to “undertake the 
entire care maintenance 
and management of the said 
open space forever for the 
purposes of the Open Spaces 
Act 1906”. 

But earlier this year mem¬ 
bers of the council’s asset 
development committee 
voted to scrap that agree¬ 
ment - and to sell the land, 
which is approximately 382 
square-metres in size, for 
development. 

Families living in The Vine¬ 
yards, which is within the Ely 
conservation area, and oth-

ers from across the city were 
furious and objected. 

And on Monday morning, 
the council announced that 
it had scrapped its plans. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The land is to remain as 
open space. The decision for 
the land not to be developed 
was reached after a review 
by councillors at the asset 
development committee 
meeting, where views of lo¬ 
cal members and residents 
were also shared. 

“The committee consid¬ 
ered representations from 
local members which out¬ 
lined all the concerns resi¬ 
dents had shared with them, 
and highlighted the many 
benefits that retaining this 
land as open space would 
have, including safeguard¬ 


ing the widely appreciated 
aesthetic of the area, and its 
popularity as a resting place 
en route to the city centre. 

“The committee recog¬ 
nised the high regard in 
which the space is held by 
the community, and how it is 
used daily by passers-by and 
residents who consider it to 
be a valuable community as¬ 
set. 

“The land has been re¬ 
moved from asset develop¬ 
ment committee plans for 
development with immedi¬ 
ate effect.” 

It has also been agreed 
that a Community Impact 
Assessment Report must be 
completed prior to any fu¬ 
ture proposed planning ap¬ 
plication in the district on 
council-owned land - and 
that appropriate ward coun¬ 
cillors and other relevant lo¬ 
cal members be consulted 
in future matters in order to 
share residents’ views.

I wish to object to the proposal to 
alter the Street Parking Regulations 
for the purpose of allowing coaches 
to park in Cresswell Lane, Ely. 

I agree with the four points made by 
Mr Devereux in his letter to the local 
press on March 31. 

1. The growth of Ely as an attractive 
destination for tourists and residents 
will be impeded. 

2. Barton Road Car Park is used by 
coaches for Kings and other schools 
and by many tourists which helps our 
economy. 

3. It is close to the cathedral which 
is visited by many tourists and the 
streets in Ely town centre cannot 
accommodate the discharging of 


4. Cresswell Lane has double yellow 
lines which were put there for a 
purpose. 

Presumably a risk assessment was 
undertaken before it was decided to 
put double yellow lines in Cresswell 
Lane. Obviously this road will be 
busy 24 hours a day with lorries using 
the depot at Sainsbury's, Water Board 
and Post Office traffic. There is no 
obvious reversing space in this lane 
as each of those companies have 
their own arrangements. The access 
to Sainsbury's car park will also be 
busy for long hours and I believe 
that having large coaches using 
this road as well as the other traffic 
mentioned could be a serious hazard 
to pedestrians. There is of course a 
pedestrian entry to the riverside along 
the road which many walkers use.

Streetlights off 
- and dimmed 


THE county’s big streetlight 
switch-off got under way at 
the weekend - a move which 
will see streetlights across 
the Ely area turned off be¬ 
tween 2am and 6am. 

Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council hopes to save 
around £170,000 a year by 
turning streetlights off in 
residential areas across the 
whole county between 2am 
and 6am each night. 

The cash-strapped au¬ 
thority will also be dimming 
the lights it owns by up to 60 
per cent while they are on, 
including those located on 
main traffic routes. 

Some streetlights are ex¬ 
cluded from the switch-off 
as they meet “exception cri¬ 
teria” - such as where CCTV 
cameras are present, light¬ 
ing is part of a road safety 
measure or police have 
demonstrated there would 
be an increase in crime. 

Some local councils have 
also offered to contribute to 
keep the lights within their 
communities on between

the hours of 2am and 6am. 

These are: Leverington, 
Sawston, Teversham and 
Yaxley parish councils and 
Wisbech Town Council - 
none in the Ely area. 

The following councils 
have agreed to pay for some 
of the lights to remain on: 
Littleport, Bury, Cottenham 
and Grantchester parish 
councils and Chatteris Town 
Council. 

Graham Hughes, the 
council’s executive director 
for economy, transport and 
environment, said: “The 
decision to switch off street 
lights in Cambridgeshire 
between 2am and 6am has 
been a difficult one for the 
council, and has been part 
of the overall business plan 
that has required savings of 
over £40 million across all 
services this year. 

“We offered the oppor¬ 
tunity for local councils to 


fund additional lighting on 
top of the times provided 
by the county council and a 
number have decided to do 
that - I would like to thank 
them all for their co-opera¬ 
tion and support. 

“There are also some 
other streetlights, which 
for safety reasons or are re¬ 
quired to support CCTV that 
will remain switched on. 

“We hope residents un¬ 
derstand these changes are 
being made to make finan¬ 
cial savings to protect the 
critical frontline services 
which the authority deliv¬ 
ers.”

Crackdown on 
hare coursing 


A TEAM of police officers 
dedicated to combatting ru¬ 
ral crime in Cambridgeshire 
has been re-formed in re¬ 
sponse to community con¬ 
cerns. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
say the Rural Crime Action 
Team (RCAT) will combat 
hare coursing and poach¬ 
ing, as well as using special¬ 
ist knowledge to deal with 
other aspects of rural crime 
across the county, including 
plant/tractor theft, arson, 
wildlife crime and illegal 
raves. 

Raising awareness of 
crime prevention strategies 
will also be a part of their 
role. 

Hare coursing, poaching 
and machinery theft is hap¬ 
pening more and more in 
the Ely area - and the force 
says that in recent months 
incidents of hare coursing in 
the county have been three 
times higher compared to 
previous years. 

Hare coursing is when 
dogs are unleashed in fields

to chase, catch and kill wild 
hares. 

The crime can also be 
costly as perpetrators of¬ 
ten break locks, gates and 
fences in order to trespass 
on land and carry out the 
‘sport’, also damaging crops. 

Top dogs, which are bet 
on, become highly prized, 
and can fetch a lot of money. 

In 2014, there were 433 re¬ 
ports of hare coursing in the 
county. Last year, that rose 
to 1,068 reports. 

Cambridgeshire’s Wildlife 
Crime Officer PC Alun Brad¬ 
shaw said it was common 
for him to receive 14 or 15 
reports of hare coursing in a 
single day. 

He said: “It’s definitely 
the most common crime 
against animals we see. It’s 
high profile and it affects a 
lot of people.” 

Historically, the crimes 
are more frequently com¬ 


mitted in the Fenland area, 
but recently there has been 
a rise across the whole of 
East Anglia, including in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Chief Inspector fames 
Sutherland said: “Our goals 
are simple - we want to 
drive hare coursing out of 
Cambridgeshire, reduce the 
financial cost of rural crime 
and let those in the rural 
community know that we 
are behind them.” 

Anyone who sees hare 
coursing or any other crime 
taking place is urged not to 
approach the participants 
but to call 999 instead.
